to raid Hankow,. the provisional 
capital, at nooh when thousands 
of civilians were in' the streets, in 
another ot a series in V/hich they 
"were blasting a way for their 
troops advancing on the Wu-Han 
district—Wuchang, Hankow and 
Hangying—the military heart of 
China. 
Altho J a p a n e s e spokesmen 


claimed that little was left of 
China's air -force, it appeared that 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek's 
planes were causing the Japanese 
considerable trouble in their drive 
up the Yangtze river toward the 
capital. 
According- to-* Japanese reports; 
the raids on Hankow were only 
one phase of widespread, success- 
ful bombings of Chinese niilitary 
.'concentrations. The Chine'se re- 
ported, however, that their planes, 
equally active, had bombed numer- 
ous . Japanese warships and troop 
concentrations in the vicinity of 
Kiukiang, 138 miles below Han- 
kow on the Yangtze river. 
Both sides indicated that the 
fighting In the vicinity of Kiu- 
kiang, one of the.key points in the 
deefnse of Hankow, was bitter. It 
appeared that the Chinese 
were 
holding their own and throwing 
back every - Japanese attack.

'Dr. Fred Elche was one of the 
most unusual men in this commu- 
nity," said Rev. Walter Aitken, of 
the prominent. Lincoln business 
man and physician at funeral ser- 
vices Friday afternoon. 


"Side by side with his intellec- 
tual development," Dr. Aitken de- 
clared, "came the enrichment of 
his heart and those tender sensi- 
bilities which made him such a 
rare companion. He was genial 
and kind, humorous and entertain- 
ing, scientific and human in the 
work he was doing. 
"His 
friendships 
were 
found 


among all ages and stations, but 
he was especially the boys' friend. 
It was in this field where I first 
knew him. He called me into coun- 
cil. Oiften I^waa mvited to speak 
to his DeMolay boys-^It was* here 
where I had my first insight into 
his character and .where. I -devel- 
oped a large appreciation-for. the 
splendid' and .unselfish work he did 
for the youth of this community. 
"This waa no spaam with him. 


There was nothing to indicate that 
it, was a mere impulse, rather it 
was a lifetime mission. This ser- 
vice, whether you go back to the 
time when he led a brass band, in 
the basement of Trinity church or 
the 'Well developed plan of the De- 
Molay movement, revealed the un- 
selfish character of his 
work. 
There was no financial gain, there 
was no social or political advance- 
ment contemplated by him. 
He 
was seeking the welfare of youth, 
and what is better than any 
earthly distinction is the love and 
gratitude of a multitude of boys 
which has been freely expressed 
toward him. 


"One simply cannot begin to es- 
timate the worth of such a man. 
There are times when we seek to 
show the growth of a man's life 
and influence by reflecting on the 
money he has made and accumu- 
lated, but when we come to meas- 
ure the life of Dr. Eiche these 
standards are too limited to meas- 
ure his quality and worth.

a new, more simple and more ac- 
curate method for measuring iron 


in blood. 
Orig- 
inator of t h i s 
new 
analytical 


method is Dr. 
Waiter E. Mll- 
itzer, the uni- 
versity's latest 
addition to the 
chemistry 
fac- 


ulty, who came 
here from Uni- 
versity of Wis- 
consin. 
In his 
d i s c o very, he 
was assisted by 
Miss R o s a l i e 
Breuer, daugh- 
ter of Dr. Miles 
J. B r e u e r of 
Lincoln. 


Dr. Militzer says physicians and 


biochemists over the country as 
well as in Lincoln have been con- 
siderably inconvenienced by the 
older methods for estimating the 
iron in blood. A noted scientist in 
the east announced a new way 
for making such an analysis on 
June 15. Teats' here have demon- 
strated, however, that Dr. Milit- 
zer's method is not only as ac- 
curate, but is far simpler, and 
more easily performed by the av- 
erage physician having analytical 
training. 
The other 
scientist's 


method required much more time, 
more elaborate 
equipment, and 


could be used only by the skilled 
scientist. 


Dr. Militzer's interest in the pro- 


ject was aroused by Mias Breuer, 
one of his senior students. 
She 
wanted to work out a laboratory 
method for determining iron fn 
blood for her honors thesis. 
Try- 
ing methods employed hitherto, 
she found them unsatisfactory. To- 
gether they began experimenting, 
and with the university chemist's 
past 
experience 
at 
Wisconsin, 


where he worked with a, method 
of determining iron in lake waters, 


they finally hit upon the present 
formula. 


The unusual thing about It Is 
that one large drop of blood, easily 
obtained by pricking the finger 
is sufficient to do the job. 
Pre- 


viously it was necessary to have 
from one to three cubic centimet- 
ers of blood. Older' methods also 
required four to five hours to run 
one or two teats, while with Dr 
Mllltzor's process a half dozen can

TO FARM TRADE SEEN 


Federal Bureau Cites Diffi- 


culties, Looks for Solu- 


tion to Them. 


WASHINGTON. UP). The bureau 
agriculture economics is study- 
ng, in co-oper&tion 
with 
st»te 
k^encies. the problem of barriers 
o Interstate trade in farm pro- 
ducts. 
Officials said they hoped 
he study would pave the way for 
PI better program 
of 
legislation 
'which will promote free Internal 
rade In the interests of producers, 
lealers and consumers." 
Dr. George R. Taylor said three 
ypen of state 
legislation 
were 
hampering interstate commerce in 
foreign products. 
He named li- 


censing requirements and taxes of 
out-of-state trucks; regulations on 
weights, size and 
equipment of 
out-of-state' trucks and 
port of 
entry laws. 
Some states, collect 
no ton- 
nileage taxes and do not try to 
compel out of state private car- 
riers to obtain licenses if they do 
\ot engage in intra-state Rctlvi- 
ies. 
Usually, however, he said, 
this privilege is dependent upon 
reciprocal action by other states. 
A group 
of states, 
including 
Arizona, Kansas. Oklahoma and 
Wyoming1, requires virtually all 
out-of-state trucks to register and 
pay a fee or a ton-mile tax higher 
:han that imposed 
on domestic 
:rucks. Taylor said it only a few 
Lrips are to be made, requirements 
for "foreign" licenses would place 
a "considerable burden" 
on the 
trucker. 
Frequently farmers pro 
teat against requirements of their 
own states on out-of-state vehicles. 
Taylor 
contended that 
laws 
passed 
by many states dealing 
with weight, size, equipment and 
insuring of such trucks were "an 
appreciable hindrance" to inter- 
a t ate 
commerce. 
Oklahoma, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Arizona, New 
Mexico, California, 
Idaho, 
Utah 
and 
Colorado have .established 
ports of entry at which incoming 
and sometimes 
outgoing; 
trucks 


are stopped to determine if they 
meet the state requirements.

MEASURE IRON IN BLOOD 


CContinued from Page l.) 


be performed in less than two 
hours. Briefly, here are the steps 
In his method; 


A small but known quantity of 


blood is poured into a test tube 
and then mixed with potassium 
permanganate, a substance used in 
past yeara for relieving victims 
of rattlesnake bites. When onixed 
with the blood it destroys the or- 
ganic elements and leaves only the 
inorganic, including iron. In doing 
away with the organic structure 
the btood loses its color and ap- 
pears as clear as water. The next 
step is to mix the colorless blood 
with a known quantity of pot- 
assium sulfocyanate," 'that turns 
the Iron in the colorless liquid to 
a bright red. By use of a colori- 
meter, an instrument 'wliich is able 
to measure the amount of iron in 
blood 'by a process of' recording 
the difference in the red (iron) 
coloring of a known sample and 
one being teated, the analyst is 
able to tell whether or not the 
individual is suffering from an in- 
sufficient amount of iron. 


Work on this new process has 


been in progress at the university 
at frequent intervals for about A 
year, the first experiments being 
done with blood from cows. When 
the method was finally judged sat- 
isfactory, Dr. Militzcr and Mias 
Breuer ran many testa with hu- 
man blood, rechecked their results 
many times and are now prepar- 
ing 
to 
publish 
officially 
their 


method, which is expected to find 
wide use in private and in clinical 
laboratories and hospitals.

SAN FRANCISCO. (UP). More 
than 200 forest fires were reported 
in the three Pacific coast states 
Friday.

GAINS CONSOLIDATED. 


Having skirted the Arctic ocean 


in a flight around the top of the 
world, Howard Hughes and party 
are back home and resting after a 
flight of 14,831 miles In less than 
four "days. One long over water 
hop was involved, the flight from 
New Foundland to Ireland, a por- 
tion of the first leg of the night, 
New Tfork to Paris which was 
3,641 miles, the longest hop on the 
schedule. 


The Hughes flight captured the 


imagination 
of 
the 
American 


people more fully perhaps than 
any flight since that of Lindbergh. 
It has been a long time since any- 
thing of the kind has been at- 
tempted or has been started with 
such an air of confidence or such 
a publicity build-up. It was not a 
flight around the world except ^in 
a strained sense of the term, the 
route falling some 10,000 miles 
short of a technically correct cir- 
cuit of the globe. 


The newest hero of aviation is 


oommendably modest about his ac- 
complishment. He feela that the 
feat of Wiley Post who flew ap- 
proximately the same route solo 
in less- than 8 days was greater. 
Perhaps It was. The significance 
ot the Hughes flight Is the demon- 
stration of the possibility of sus- 
tained and accurate flying. There 
was no lost motion in navigation 
and no question of motor perfor- 
mance. The flight went off like 
clockwork. Its significance may be 
summarized in the statement that 
a distance of almost 19,000 miles 
has been covered at an average 
speed of 161 miles per hour.

dent Roosevelt told * crowd «t

grounds Thursday that the United 
States stands ready and willing to 
join with other nations in effect- 
ing "a. definite reduction in world 
armament." 
The president, speaking in the 
bunting 
draped 
administration 


•building of the 1839 
exposition, 
gave -a plain indication that this 
country looks 
to 
other 
world 
powers to initiate disarmament ef- 
forts. 
But he added: "We 
fervently 
hope for the day when the other 
leading nations of the world will 
realize that their present course 
must inevitably lead them to dis- 
aster. 


"We stand ready to meet them 
and encourage .them in any efforts 
they may make toward a definite 
reduction in world armament." 
The speech precluded a presi- 
dential review of the United States 
fleet, more than three score war- 
ships anchored in San Francisco 
bay. The chief executive also gave 
other nations 'a pointed reminder 
that this nation's warships are 
something more than a symbol. 


He described them as a "potent, 


ever ready fact in the national de- 
fense of the United States." 
For nearly an hour, the presi- 
dent stood at a vantage point on 
the cruiser Houston to review the 
fleet. 
The Houston swept up and down 


a triple line of fighting 
ships. 
Thirty-two of the assembled 66 
ships each fired a presidential sa- 
lute of 21 guns as the Houston

The cur- 
few waa tightened at S p. m. when 
the itreeta were cleared. 


MoM of the wounded were hit by 
fragments of the bomb that rlc- 
cocheted from the roof and walla 
of the enclosed court yard in wh'sh 
the vegetable market It located. 
Hundreds of worshippers who 


were coming out of a nearby 
moeque were thrown Into panic 
and fled' In all directions down the 
winding alleys of the old city. 


Women and children hyaterically 
gathered outside the 
mortuary. 


The few Jews within the old city 
walls were hurried under police 
escort to refuge elsewhere in the 
city. A Jew girl waa arrested. 


Seven of the wounded were re- 
ported to be in a serious condition. 


Police and troop* established a 
cordon around the district In an ef- 
fort to prevent further violence. 
The bombing followed two days of 
comparative peace between Jews 
and Arabs. 


The bomb throwing apparently 
was in reprisal against the Arab* 
for new acts of terrorism against 
Jewlah extremists.

Record by One and a Half Seconds 


Grey Ace Runs Against 


Time in Attempt to 


Crack Own Mark

GOSHEN, N Y—World records 


do not always fall as advertised, 
and Greyhound, the greatest trot- 
ting horse of hts generation, was 
one and a half seconds short of

Come 
with me to Saigon, trade center for 
Indo-China, Cambodia and Laos, 
and marvel at the crowded craft in 
the harbor 
There are junks and 
sampans, which bring the rich 
tropical products of forest, field 
and jungle to Saigon, and small 
tramps and huge freighters, which 
carry manufactured articles from 
Europe and America to the port. 
Besides its own 150,000 inhabitants, 
the market at Saigon feeds a huge 
populace 


Very, very French is this city of 


the east, really a bit of Paris trans- 
planted to the Orient with its tree- 
lined boulevards, French motor 
buses, French 
hairdressers and 


grand stores overflowing with all 
sorts of merchandise. French mo- 
tor cars dash along the bustling 
Rue Catinat. There are splendid 
hotels and now that there is such 
(excellent plane service between 
Saigon, and Europe, one is apt to 
find anybody in the cafes. 


Imposing Theater 


There is an imposmg theater, 


even if the shows aren't so good 
There are numerous parks where 
the native takes his ease in the 
shade of old trees 
There is al- 


ways plenty of bustle in the huge 
white colonial barracks, and there

PLAN RESTORE DANZIG SEEN 


Visit of Ruler to Britain Held 


German Inspired. 


LONDON. (^P). The secret talks 


of Albert Foerster, "little fuehrer" 
of Danaig, were believed Thursday 
night to foreshadow early moves 
to restore the nazi-dominated free 
city to Germany, possibly as the 
price of Germany's keeping hands 
off Czechoslovakia. 
Foerster failed to see any hig 
government officials, but his 
cusaions were reported in political 
circles to have indicated that Great 
Britain was ready to leave Dan- 
zig's future to Germany and Po- 
iand if they could settle it peace- 
ably.
